A Large Bundy Time Recorder and Clock 


Placed in the Postoffice in 


This City. 
As a result of the inauguration of 
the free delivery system in this city 
Postmaster Ingersoll bas received 
from the department at Washington 
a large Bundy time recorder and 
clock to be used in the office in this 
city. 
It is one of the latest model > 
and 
besides being a particularly 
handsome adornment it is a very 
convenient and accurate recorder of 
the time put in by the different em­ 
ployees of the postoffice. 
It is used 
to keep the time of both the carriers 
and those employed on the office 
force. 
When an employee of the govern­ 
ment arrives, he takes a key which has 
been designated for him, steps up to 
the clock, gives the lever a turn and 
the time of his arrival is recorded on 
a tape similar to those used in banks 
and large offices in adding machines. 
The machine records on the tape 
the carriers “ring in” or their arrival 
in the morning, their departure for 
their trip, their return ami the end 
of the first half of the day. 
In this 
series of records it will be seen that 
each carrier’s time spent in the office 
between the time he arrives and de­ 
parts is also recorded. 
The same 
performance is gone through in the 
afternoon. The clerks in the office 
also register the time of their arrival 
at the office and their departure. 
Each night at tie4 close of the filmi­ 
ness of the day the tape upon which 
the records have been stamped is 
taken out and is securely kept in a 
book for reference in the general offee 
The clock, or recorder, is more par­ 
ticularly to keep time on the carriers 
so that they will not work overtime.

It is on e of the latest m odels 
and besides being a part ICH larly 
handsome adornment it is a very 
convenient and accurate recorder of 
the time put in by the different em­ 
ployees of the poetoffice. ft is used 
to keep the time of both the carriers 
and those employed on the office 
farce. 
When an employee of the govern­ 
ment arrives, he takes a key which baa 
been designated for him, steps up to 
the dock, gives the lever a turn and 
the time of hit arrival is recorded on 
a tape similar to those used in banks 
and large offices in adding machines. 
The machine records on the tape 
the carriers "ring ia” or their arrival 
in the morning, their departure for 
their trip, their return and the end 
of the first half of the day. 
In this 
series of records It will be seen that 
each carrier’s time spent in the office 
between the time he arrives and de­ 
parts is also recorded. The same 
performance is gone through in the 
afternoon.

Tor­ 
rens, after the dismissal at the noon 
hour entered the school room where 
Miss Homers was employed anil in 
quired of her how -many times she 
had been tardy; that the conversa­ 
tion over which the controversy en­ 
sued then took place. The commit­ 
tee in its report stated that, without 
going into details of the statement* 
made i n the ©» >mm u n ieat it in of M i m 
Somer». it had been learned that 
Supt. Torrens anti Miss Somer* were j 
bot h angry at the time, and a* a re­ 
sult they thought the expressions 
used, ‘'jumping like a jack rabbit,” 
needed no comment from them; that 
in aW probability it was used by the 
superintendent to compare certain 
quick movements 
The committee In its report stated 
that it sincerely regretted the whole 
affair, but they saw nothing out of 
the way in the action of the superin­ 
tendent and it was thought that be 
was doing bis duty in criticising the 
work or actions of a teacher but it 
should be made in a friendly way. 
The committee stated further that 
the contents of the communication 
of Miss Somers being given* to the 
newspapers almost before the board 
had it wa« uncalled for.

This will areet with a general up­ 
heaval of sentiment on the part of 
the friends of Mias Somers, and she 
has many of them in this city.
